3. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

For claims 1-9, the prior art fails to teach or render obvious the combination of: 
the switch clearing all medium access control (MAC) address entries from a MAC 
address table of the switch in response to the link failure detection and without receiving 
from outside the switch any signal that signifies that the MAC address table of the 
switch is to be cleared 

For claims 1 0-1 6, the prior art fails to teach or render obvious the combination of: 
a plurality of ports wherein at least one port implements a link-loss-learn protocol 
wherein upon detecting a link failure at the port, the MAC address table is cleared of all 
MAC address entries therein without receiving from outside the apparatus any signal 
that signifies that the MAC address table of the apparatus is to be cleared.
